For  the  straif^htening  of  and  establishing  a uniform  - 

width  of  55  feet  for  Lafa3'-ette  Street  from  the  north  line  of  ■Rsmond 
Street  to  the  north  line  of  Wiehke  Street . 

ResoltJed,  By  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  Cit^r  of  Port 
Wajme , Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  straighten 
and  establish  a uniform  width  of  fifty-five  feet  to  Lafaj»’ette  Street 
from  the  north  line  of  ■c’smond  Street  to  the  north  line  of  Wiebke 
Street.  Said  straightening  and  uniform  width  of  fift3>’-five  feet,  to 
be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriating  for  street  purposes  an 
irregular  tract  of  land  on  the  west  side  of  Lafa3»-ette  Street  situated 
in  the  S.E.l/4  of  the  N.E.l/4  of  Sec.  14,  T.30  N.R.12  E.,  and  described 
as  follows: 

Commencing  with  a width  of  two  feet  on  the  west  side  of 
Lafayette  Street  at  the  north  line  of  Ormiston  Heirs  Addition,  thence 
north  to  the  north  line  of  lot  No, 17  Dalman’s  Addition,  at  which 
point  said  irregular  tract  of  land  is  four  feet  and  four  tenths  of  a 
foot  in  width.  The  width  of  ground  taken^from  each  lot  or  tract  of 
land  is  more  particularly  shown  bj^-  a plan  of  such  proposed  straight- 
ening of  T.afayette  Street  as  above  described  now  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  said  cit3’’. 

The  propert3’-  which  ma3''  be  injuriousl3»’  or  benef iciall3'’ 

affected  "by  the  straightening  of  and  establishing  of  a uniform  width 

of  Lafa3*-ette  Street,  as  above  described,  is  described  as  all  lots  or* 

parcels  of  land  not  occupied  b3»*  streets  and  alle^/s  abutting  on  said 

Lafa3'*ette  Street  from  the  north  line  of  psmond  Street  to  the  north 

line  of  Wiebke  Street.  All  of  said  propert3'*  and  lots  and  lands 
affected  b^’-  the  straightening  and  establishing  of  a uniform  width  to 
said  above  described  i,afa3'-ette  Street  being  situated  in  the  cit3'’  of 
Port  Wa3’*ne,  County  of  Allen  and  State  of  Indiana.
